Also named in recall petitions 
are: Gerald Budd, school board 
president; Gordon Silvey, 
trustee; and Ron Christensen, 
trustee. A fifth trustee, Jack 
Bath, named in the original 
petitions, resigned from the 
Board about a month ago. 

The March 4th date had been 
tentatively okayed a week ago, 


and Tungate’s letter confirming 
the election time culminated 
months of work by the original 
recall group of 42 persons to 
secure a recall election for the 
five trustees. 

The recall drive was prompted 
when a group of parents and 
school district residents become 


alarmed at cutbacks in programs 
and services made by the 


_ school 

board, including busing of pupils 


to schools. 

Although a millage elction in 
November gained voter approval 
for 8.5 mills, the first successful 
passage in six attempts over a 
two-year period, and which 
restored most of the cutbacks, 
the recall group was still 
unhappy. They felt that the action 
should not have been taken by the 
board in the first place, Mrs. 
Voight said. 


For the recall election to be 
successful, a majority of votes 
have to be cast favoring the 
ouster of candidates on the ballot, 
according to Leonard Folmar, 
Romuus city clerk 
The election will be held at the 
19 precincts in the city, Folmar 
said, with the Wayne County 
Board of Canvassers having the 
authority to certify election 
results. 
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Sen. Faust acts to change name 


Romulus International Airport? 


If Senate Majority Leader William 
Faust (D-Westland) has his way, 
Romulus International Airport will 
rise from the ashes of what was once 
world-famous Detroit Metropolitan 
Wayne County Airport. 

Faust last Wednesday introduced 
a concurrent resolution (the House 
of Representatives agreeing) in the 
Michigan Senate calling for the 
change in name for the vast nine- 


square-mile air transportation hub 
located in the center of Romulus. 

The senator commented, “The 
city of Romulus and its residents 
have suffered hardships and in- 
conveniences as a result of the 
airport’s location. It is fitting and 
proper that the city and its citizens 
receive some benefit and 
recognition from the airport’s 
presence. Renaming the airport is 


the honor that would accomplish 
this.” 

Advised beforehand that Faust 
planned to introduce the measure, 
labelled Senate Concurrent 
Resolution No. 327, Mayor William 
M. Oakley and the Romulus City 
Council unanimously endorsed their 
own resolution a ^lay earlier citing 
“enthusiastic support for this 
legislative enactment.” 


Contained in the city resolution 
were words of praise from the 
citizens of Romulus to the 
foresightnedness and leadership 
displayed by Sen. Faust in his 
authorship of this landmark piece of 
legislation.” 

Faust’s resolution is now in the 
hands of the Senate business com- 
mittee. Hopefully, the senator said, 
it will go on the committee's agenda 


soon, be passed and then be sent to 
the Senate floor for a vote. 

If passed by the Senate, the 
resolution would go to the House for 
a vote by its members. 

In his resolution, Faust calls upon 
the Wayne County Road Com- 
mission, which operates the airport, 
to rename it the Romulus In- 
ternational Airport. 

Faust’s resolution reads: 
“Resolved by the Senate (the House 
of Representatives concurring) that 
the Michigan Legislature 
memoiAlize the Wayne County 



Road Commission to rename the 
Detroit Metropolitan Wayne County 
Airport the Romulus International 
Airport....” 

The proposal to rename the air- 
port follows the trend set in many 
parts of the nation to name 
establishments after the area in 
which they are located. A similar 
feeling was expressed within recent 
years to rename the Detroit Race 
Course the Livonia Race Course 
because that well-known race track 
is physically located in and pays 
taxes to that city.

Capital gains changes are serious 


(This is the second in a series of 
articles prepared by the Michigan 
Association of Certified Public 
Accountants, offering advice on 
filing 1977 income tax returns). 

Kecent tax law changes in the 
treatment of capital gains carry 
serious implications for taxpayers 
who have had, or expect to have, 
capital gains or losses. 

And, as the Michigan Association 
of Certified Public Accountants 
(CPAs) points out, capital gains and 
losses can be experienced by almost 
everyone, not just the rich or those 
who play the stock market. In these 
days of inflation anyone who sells a 
home, business, farm, vacation 
cottage or other substantial asset 
could be exposed to the new rules. 

The changes, say the CPAs, in- 
clude: 

—Termination of the opportunity 


to avoid capital gain by leaving an 
asset to one’s heirs; 

—Lengthening of the holding 
period that determines whether the 
gain and loss is short-term or long- 
term; and 

—Doubling of the amount of or- 
dinary income that can be offset by 
capital losses. 

For a long time persons whose 
estates had risen in value could 
avoid paying a capital gain tax on 
that appreciation simply by not 
selling the assets. They left the 
property to their heirs, whose “cost 
basis” generally was the fair 
market value at the date of death, 
regardless of how much the assets 
may have appreciated while the 
decedent held them. 

Heirs could immediately sell the 
property at its date-of-death 
valuation and owe no tax on any 
capital gain. 


Effective Jan. 1, 1977, that tax 
protection ended. Heirs who dispose 
of assets at a gain inherited from a 
decedent dying after Dec. 31, 1976 
are subject to tax on any ap- 
preciation occurring after Dec. 31, 
1976. 

How do you determine what the 
value was on the last day of 76? In 
the case of marketable securities, 
ask your tax advisor to consult a 
published list of market values on 
that date. For other assets, the gain 
is apportioned by the time held 
before and after Dec. 31, 1976. The 
rule assumes a uniform rate of 
appreciation. 

For example, an asset, other than 
a listed security, bought on Dec. 31, 
1974 for $10,000 and sold on Dec. 31, 
1977 for $12,100 appreciated by $2,100 
over the three-year period Since 
two-thirds of the period came before 


IRS offers answers 
to common questions 


Last year many taxpayers 
complained to the Internal Revenue 
Service that the tax forms and tables 
were especially complicated. This 
year the forms have been improved 
and new simplified tax tables can be 
used by most taxpayers. 

Here are some questions with 
answers, supplied by the IRS, about 
some of the changes and im- 
provements: 

Q: I understand there are going to 
be simpler tax tables this year. Will 
they really be easier than last year? 

A: Definitely so. Last year, you 
were required to make several 


mathematical computations before 
even coming to the tables. TTiis year, 
most taxpayers won’t have to make 
any computations before finding 
their tax in the tables. 

Q: What about my exemptions and 
my zero bracket amount? 

A: Exemptions, the new zero 
bracket amount, and the general tax 
credit, are built right into the tables. 
You simply look up your adjusted 
gross income on the proper table and 
find your tax. The zero bracket 
amount has replaced the old stan- 
dard deduction. 

Q: You said most but not all. 


Disabled veterans 
are MESC targets

taxpayers wont have to make any 
computations. Which taxpayers will 
have to make computations? 

A: Taxpayers who itemize their 
deductions will have to make one 
computation before going to the tax 
tables. They will have to subtract 
the excess of their itemized 
deductions over the flat zero bracket 
amount from their adjusted gross 
income. The flat standard deduction 
is $2,200 for singles and $3,200 for 
married persons filing jointly. 

Q: Will any other taxpayers have 
to make computations? 

A: Yes. Other categories of tax- 
payers who will have to make 
calculations including those whose 
income exceeds the tax table 
amounts, those who have more 
exemptions than the number built 
into the tax tables, and those who 
compute their tax using the income 
averaging method. 

Q: You said the zero bracket 
amount is a flat amount. Am I losing 
or gaining? 

A: Probably gaining because most 
taxpayers who do not itemize will 
notice a drop in their tax liability 
over the old percentage standard 
deductions. Remember, the new 
rates are fixed ($2,200 for singles, 
$3,200 for married persons filing 
jointly) and are no longer a per- 
centage of income. 


Dec 31, 1976, two-thirds of the ap- 
preciation, $1,400, is attributed to 
that time and is added to the basis of 
the asset. The gain after Dec. 31, 
1976 is the other one-third of $700. It 
should be noted that such a com- 
putation requires very detailed 
records of purchase dates and 
prices. 

For those who may be unclear as 
to how capital gains are taxed, the 
CPA spokesman explained that 
short-term gains, net of short-term 
losses — that is, for 1977, gains on 
assets held nine months or less - are 
taxed basically like ordinary in- 
come. 

(The short-term, long-term 
holding period, increased from six to 
nine months in 1977, goes to a full 
year on assets sold in 1978 and 
thereafter). 

Net long-term gains (gains minus 
losses) are in effect taxed by simply 
adding one half of the gains for the 
year to ordinary income. Thus, if 
your tax rate is 50 percent, the 
capital gain tax rate in effect would 
be 25 percent; but if your rate is 
lower, the capital gain rate would 
drop accordingly. 

Short-term losses can be offset, 
dollar for dollar, against ordinary 
income, but net long-term losses can 
offset ordinary income only at the 
rate of one dollar of income per two 
dollars of loss. For 1977, the amount 
of income that can be offset by losses 
is $2,000, twice what it had been. In 
1978 it rises to $3,000. Any losses in 
excess of the annual limit can be 
carried over and applied against 
income in future years. 

Another recent change in the law 
that could sharply increase the tax 
liability of someone with a sizeable 
capital gain in 1977, the CPAs report, 
is the minimum tax on “tax 
preference items.” 

The minimum tax was designed to 
extract at least some tax dollars 
from wealthy individuals who, 
through legitimate use of tax 
shelters, credits, and other means 
managed to avoid or substantially 
reduce their tax, even though their 
incomes were considerable. 

Unfortunately, the minimum tax 
on tax preference items hits not only 
the very wealthy but also an in- 
dividual or couple selling off the one 
big asset they own, acquired, 
perhaps, over the course of a 
lifetime. 

For example, the CPA Association 
cites a couple in their early 60s who 
in 1977 with no plan for reinv esting 
sold for $60,000 a home purchased 
years ago whose cost basis is only 
$10,000. With no modifying cir- 


cumstances, they realized a gain of 
$50,000. If at least one of them were 
65 or older, the gain on the first 
$35,000 of the sales price would be 
tax exempt. Since they are not, they 
not only must add half the gain, 
$25,000, to their taxable income for 
1977, but also may have to pay a 
minimum tax on a portion of the 
other $25,000. 

Persons concerned about having 
to pay taxes on capital gains in 1977 


have one consolation, say the CPAs : 
at least their gains were realized 
before a change proposed by the 
Carter administration could take 
effect. The proposal is that, except 
for the sale of one’s residence, there 
be no special treatment for capital 
gain— that gains be taxed just like 
ordinary income. 

In the next article in this series the 
CPAs will review the records needed 
for tax return preparation.

Transit bill supporters 
converge on stete cepste! 

Romulus and Belleville-area 
residents are part of the interested 
citizens who are helping to lobby for 
passage of a transportation bill on 
vehicle accessibility. 

Two bus loads of area citizens 
.were among the expected 500 
southeastern Michigan residents 
expected to be in Lansing yesterday 
and today to seek legislators’ help in 
getting the bill passed into law. 

Romulus wants to be included in a 
Southeastern Michigan Tran- 
sportation Authority (SEMTA) 
program designed to accommodate 
the transportation needs of senior 
citizens and handicapped in- 
dividuals. 

The latest word from SEMTA is 
that Romulus is “under active 
review” and “is currently 
programmed for a new Dial-A-Ride 
type service as soon as final funding 
contracts can be developed.” 

SEMTA officials maintain that 
their timetables have been 
repeatedly held up because of 
funding problems at the state level. 

However, they insist that, “If no 
further major problems with 
availability of state funds arise, 
initial service is possible in early 
1978.” 

The “major funding problems” 
refers to a moratorium on vehicle 
purchases for transportation 
programs that has been in effect 
since November 1976. 

Meanwhile, County Commissioner 
Royce Smith (D-27th District) 
contends that Belleville-Van Buren 
Township-Sumpter Township area 
should have bus service right away. 

“I’ve already had discussions with 
legislators on matters pertaining to 
bus service for Belleville, Van Buren 
and Sumpter Township, in addition 
to Uie other areas I serve,” said 
Smith Monday. 

Smith pointed out there was no 
reason that a bus route could not be 
planned that would include those 
three communities. 

He said that perhaps a bus could 
travel west on Michigan Avenue to 
Belleville Road and then south to I- 
94 Expressway and back to Detroit. 

“And possibly, 16-passenger mini- 
vans could transport senior citizen, 
handicapped and other area 
residents to hook up with the larger 
bus.” Smith said. 

Smith, whose 27th district includes 
Belleville, Van Buren Township, 

Sumpter Township, Wayne, Canton 
Township, part of Westland, 

Plymouth, Plymouth Township and 
Northville, says he’s concerned 
about all the people he represents 
and would like to see bus service for 
all those areas.

that legislation was in the works in 
Lansing that could provide the 
needed bus service in the not too 
distant future. 

The bill presently under con- 
sideration deals with barrier-free 
accessibility for the handicapped on 
public transportation. But in a 
larger sense, action on House Bill 
1156iseven more important because 
it is tied to a total transit funding 
bill, according to Tom Moors, 
special projects coordinator for 
SEMTA. 

Moors explained that about six 
months ago, a freeze was put on the 
capital purchase of any vehicles 
until the accessibility question was 
ironed out. 

Allocations for the purchase of 
buses to run the transit systems are 


stalled and won’t be released until 
the accessibility question is 
resolved. 

Handicapped citizen groups, a 
vocal minority in recent years, have 
been pushing for total accessibility 
of public buses, generally meaning 
that hydraulic lifts accommodating 
wheelchairs would have to be in- 
stalled on all public transit buses. 

Not only have purchases of buses 
for new systems been stalled, but 
purchases of buses for existing 
systems, such as the Nankin Transit 
Commission (NTC), also are being 
held up. 

NTC provides transportation for 
handicapped and senior citizens in 
Wayne, Westland, Canton Township, 
Inkster and Garden City. 

According to NTC Chairman 
Glenn Shaw of Westland, the system 


does need some replacement buses, 
as well as additional buses. The 
system is now transporting an 
average of 5,500 people per month, 
using 11 buses, some of which do 
have hydraulic lifts. 

According to Moors, the ac- 
cessibility bill in its present form 
calls for all line haul buses — the big 
buses on regular routes — to be 
equipped with lift devices. 

In addition, dial-a-ride systems, 
such as NTC has and Romulus, 
Belleville, Van Buren and Sumpter 
wants, would be required to offer at 
least some buses with that ac- 
cessibility. 

Persons were expected to attend 
Lansing yesterday and today from 
the entire seven-county 
southeastern Michigan region to 
support the bill.

As a result of that situation, 
Michael Herman, director of the 
water and sewer department, has 
issued a precautionary’ warning 
to city residents to safeguard 
against such a frustrating ex- 
perience this winter 


“During the winter season, 
water customers should take 
extra precaution to protect their 
meters and pipes from freezing, 
Herman said. 

“If the w’ater meter and-or 
water pipes are not in an area 
w’here they will not freeze, the 
customer should allow the w’ater 
to run very slowly to prevent a 
freeze-up, and, consequently, 
possible bursting of pipes ” 


Herman reported that the cost 
for repairing each frozen meter is 
$ 10 . 

“Any frozen pipes, other than 
those owned by the city, are the 
responsibility of the citizen.” 

“If the customer experiences 
difficulties with his water ser- 
vice, he should contact the water 
department at 941-0666,” the 
director concluded.

Faust bill seeks 

0 

uniform budgeting 


A bill creating a uniform 
budgeting process that will force 
local governments to be fiscally 
accountable while retaining their 
local autonomy has been introduced 
in the Michigan Senate by State Sen. 
William Faust (D-13th District). 

The Westland Democrat in- 
troduced the Uniform Local 
Government Budgeting Act after 
citing the need for a uniform 
procedure in the local budgeting 
process. 

“Recent studies indicate that 
some local governments are 
developirg budgets that lack ac- 
countibility to the taxpayers who 
subsidize those budgets,” Faust 
said. “We have found evidence that 
some units approve budgets which 
lack comparative historical data on 
revenues and expenditures, fail to 
note the source of funding for certain 
expenditures and do not contain a 
statement on that government’s 
current financial position.” 

“In other instances, we have 
found governmental units which do 
not approve budgets and approach 
each expenditure as it comes with 
little or no fiscal planning," he 
added. 

“Through this legislation we hope 
to eliminate some of these 
inadequacies while still allowing 
local units a degree of flexibility in 
their budgeting process,” Faust 
said. 


According to Faust’s proposal 
public accountability in fiscal 
planning would be improved; a 
uniform sequence of procedures in 
the preparation, consideration and 
execution of local budgets would be 
outlined; and specific ad- 
ministrative and legislative 
procedures ensuring that budgets 
are balanced and remain balanced 
throughout the year would be spelled 
out. 

Specifically, the bill would require 
local units to designate a fiscal of- 
ficer; require that officer to develop 
a local budget in cooperation with 
ocal agencies , require the budget to 
nclude comparative data on ex- 
penditures and revenues; and that 
estimated expenditures do not ex- 
ceed estimated revenues. 

Furthermore, the proposed 
legislation would require the chief 
administrative officer to send the 
proposed budget along with a 
suggested appropriations act to the 
legislative body of that unit. That 
legislative body would then be 
required to enact an appropriations 
measure consistent with the 
Michigan Uniform Chart of Ac- 
counts 

The bill would prohibit the ex- 
penditure of money except as 
outlined in the budget and also would 
prohibit the drawing from an 
exhausted appropriation.

Time to master 
fundamentals 



As the tides of the oceans change over 
the years, so do the tides of human 
behavior become altered over the 
generations. 

In the time of my childhood, children 
were taught by their parents, teachers and 
other adults to respect their elders and to 
accord them various Courtesies in conduct. 

These ranged from saying such things as 
“Yes sir” and “Yes ma’am” to holding the 
door open for them to proceed first through 
doorways. Also the sometimes unfair 
admonition that “children should be seen 
and not heard” was a standard rigidly 
taught and as rigidly enforced when in 
the presence of adults 

As children grew into young adults, they 
will still expected to respect their elders, 
not only at home, but on the job as well. 

It was practically unheard of for a 
teenager or someone in their twenties to 
question what was said by an adult or to 
butt into a conversation or to act or talk in 
any way that could be taken as an offense 
by an older person with whom they were 
talking. 

In essence, the brunt of acting and 
talking properly was on the younger 
person when in the presence of someone

significantly older. For a youth or young 
adult to act rudely to a co-worker in an 
office or to someone on the street in con- 
versation was considered quite uncouth. 

Today, such expectations are almost 
unheard of. Children of all ages, youth and 
young adults backtalk to parents like it 
was par for the course. Their average 
conduct toward elders is abominable 
compared to a few short generations ago. 

Some in this group of young people still 
abide by the old rules of etiquette and 
conduct. But, on the whole, the majority, it 
seems, are rude, uncouth, boroish and 
mouthy to their elders, whether parents, 
teachers, co-workers or casual acquain- 
tances. 

It would be difficult to pinpoint why 
children, youth and young adults have 
changed so drastically in a few decades. 
Certainly, much of the change comes from 
poor supervision and upbringing by 
parents, of too liberal public school 
teachers and of anti-establishment at- 
titudes prevalent in the 1960s. 

However these young people feel today 
about their actions — whether they are 
“right” or “wrong” — it would be safe to 
say that when they get older, they will feel

exactly the same as the older generation 
which they have been smarting off to! 
Such is the wisdom of time. 

Just as in the area of lovemaking, young 
people today believe they invented actions, 
movements, philosophies, etc., which have 
been known and put into practice and use 
for years on end by their elders. 

Experts in all forms of sports always say 
that no one gets to be a top professional 
unless they have mastered the fun- 
damentals. When they get into a slump, 
they invariably return to practicing these 
same fundamentals over and over again. 

Quite possibly, it is time for our young 
people today to return to the fundamentals 
of polite actions and speech, or in some 
cases, to discover them. Some, in fact 
many, may not have been taught them in 
the first place. 

In any event, for our children, youth and 
young adults to care enough about what is 
right, to master the fundamentals and 
basics of proper speech and conduct is to 
show an uncaring and indifferent society 
of adults that they can go one better. 

By following this course of action, they 
can instill those manners in their offspring 
which were lacking in their early days. 


Danger signals

On any given day, you can walk into a 
hospital and find it filled with people 
suffering from just about every kind of 
physical and psychological trauma known 
to man. 

Many times over the years I’ve had the 
opportunity to talk with members of the 
professional staff at different hospitals in 
the State, and I’ve heard from them their 
personal reactions to some of the sadness 
which by definition is found sometimes in 
a hospital. 

No one ever really gets used to seeing 
other human beings in pain or misery ; no 
one can ever casually dismiss the distress 
of others; and no one can ever let their 
personal feelings interfere with their 
professional responsibilities. 

Still, there is one event which occurs that 
seems to elicit immense personal reac- 
tions: we are talking about the 

phenomenon called suicide. 

You must clearly understand that 
patient confidentiality precludes the use of 
names of people or specific hospitals. 
Much of what I’m going to write in this 
column will have to be considered as 
metaphors But, be assured, this is an 
accurate account of what we are seeing 
today in hospitals throughout the State and 
perhaps throughout the Country 

According to one professional whose 
responsibilities include working with 
attempted suicide cases, “We seem to be 
seeing more and more of this action 
against oneself - especially among 
younger people in the 15 to 18 age bracket. 
“While it may sound like a tirea old 


cliche, one of the motivating factors in 
attempted suicide is the simple fact that 
people simply don’t know how to com- 
municate with each other. 

“If we were to establish a profile of the 
typical person who might be inclined to 
attempt suicide, I think you’d be surprised 
to learn that most of these potentials are 
sane, rational people who have not yet in 
their development succeeded in learning 
the appropriate coping mechanisms.” 

He said that one’s self image probably is 
the most important thing one has going for 
oneself. 

“If you feel good about yourself and 
your contributions to your society, the 
odds are that you have learned to cope 
with the everyday stresses of existence. 

“But take the case of the so-called senior 
citizen. A person in their late 60’s who has 
spent a life-time as a productive person. 
It’s Christmas time, and most people are 
busy preparing for a series of parties and 
celebrations. Our hypothetical senior 
citizen discovers that she can no longer 
bake cookies, or help trim the tree, or in 
any other way take an active role in the 
traditional joy of the season. Her self 
image begins to slip She questions her 
worth to herself, her family, and society in 
general Generally, she will verbalize her 
feelings We hear her talking, but we are 
not honestly listening.” 

What he was saying is that signals are 
sent out, but for whatever reasons most 
people fail to receive those signals; or, if 
they do receive the signals, they feel too 
uncomfortable to act. Most people tend to 


shun any talk of death, and suicide is the 
unthinkable event. Hence, often there are 
prior warnings of a person’s intentions: 
warnings which are actually cries for help 
but are too often ignored. 

We talked about young people and the 
apparent increase in suicide attempts. 
“First, we must ascertain if a genuine 
attempt was made, or if the young person 
was only making a gesture. If we discover 
that it was indeed a gesture, we start our 
communications with the family. At that 
point we frequently bump into a curious 
situation. The family seems to spend their 
time concentrating on the wrong things. 
They tend to focus not on the problems 
which precipitated the suicide attempt, 
but rather, they spend their time preoc- 
cupied with their own reactions to what 
occured. Again, despite the fact that some 
one lies in critical condition on a hospital 
ward, people continue to live in their self- 
centered, me-only world. 

“When some one reaches out and begs 
for help and understanding, we ought to 
listen and then react appropriately.

Dial down , 
suit up

It’s fairly well known that dialing down 
your thermostat can result in an energy 
savings of as much as 20 to 30 percent 
annually. But it may surprise you to know 
that some items you use to help keep warm 
in a house with a lowered temperature can 
further contribute toward energy con- 
servation. 

If you dial down your furnace ther- 
mostat setting 5 degree over an eight-hour 
period each night, you can reduce your 
total heating bill more than 1 percent for 
every degree dialed down. That 5 degrees 
additional night setback will reduce fuel 
consumption by approximately 7 percent 
annually. 

If at night you use an electric blanket, an 
item previously considered a “luxury,” 
you can both conserve energy and save on 
your heating bill by warming your bed-not 
the whole house. An electric blanket will 
keep most people warm even if the fur- 
nace thermostat is turned down as low as 
55 degrees F. Since the blanket is ther- 
mostatically controlled, it doesn’t con- 
sume electricity 100 percent of the time it 
is being used. In a room having a tem- 
perature of 72 degrees F, a double blanket 
set at Medium is on 23 percent of the time, 
for an overnight operating cost of ap- 
proximately 1-Vfec. In a room at 62 degrees 
F, this same blanket is on 58 percent of the 
time and costs about 3-*£c each night to 
operate. Since an electric blanket uses so 
little energy, under these conditions ap- 


proximately 13 percent savings in fuel 
costs could be realized. 

Clothing specialists say that keeping 
warm during the daytime is a matter of 
wearing enough layers of clothes, and they 
have found that several layers of light- 
weight clothes will keep you warmer than 
one heavy garment. The yarn and fabric 
structure of lightweight clothing should 
also be considered since it’s not the fiber 
that makes it warm, but rather the yarn 
and fabric structure. Wool is recognized as 
a leader in maintaining body heat, but 
garments made from nylon or acrylic can 
do a good job as well. 

A new and unique item on the market 
this year for keeping warm when the 
thermostat is turned down during the day 
is the Snug Sack. A Snug Sack is similar in 
design to a sleeping bag except it’s meant 
for sitting not sleeping. Just step into the 
Snug Sack and pull up the zipper. It en- 
velopes the entire body , but leaves the 
arms free. With its billowy and quilted 
puffy polyester insulation, it keeps you 
warm no matter how low the temperature 
falls. 

If you haven’t done so already, “dial 
down” this winter to reduce your energy 
consumption. But, remember, you don’t 
need to sacrifice “people comfort” if you 
turn on your electric blanket, put on 
another layer of clothing, or snuggle up 
without a care in a Snug Sack until warm 
weather returns once again.

Asks school involvement 


To the Editor: 

Recently, I became involved in the Van 
Buren School District Advisory Board 
because of a deep interest to learn truths 
about our schools spending, accountability 
and the need for a millage...it appears now 
that there is a crucial deadline, April, 1978, 
by which time this community must be 
prepared to either prudently reestablish 
our school system, or lose our ac- 
creditation in the North Central 
Association. 

The loss of this accreditation may mean 
that our graduates would be bypassed at 
the College Level (even if achievement 
scores and testing show this person on par 
with a student from an accredited school), 
especially selected colleges with limited 
openings. 

National Scholarship Committees and 
Foundations tend to overlook schools that 
do not meet standards. 

If our school board said, let us withdraw 
rather than be dropped — the end result is 
the same... to once again be accepted, 
standards and ideals are so high the cost 
could be astronomical. 


The School Board has about two choices 
in these matters, and that is either scale 
down the system to stay within budget, or 
to close the schools entirely when there is „ 
no more money (as they did in Ohio). 

This is Van Buren School District’s 
second year of probation, and as of April if 
there is not considerable support shown by 
the community to comply with the stan- 
dards as set forth by the North Central 
Association... we will be dropped. 

These are YOUR Schools, the time has 
come and you also have some choices: 

Gather your own information. Attend 
School Board Meetings. Work on or with 
the School Advisory Committee.. ..then 
listen carefully to all of the facts and act 
accordingly. Or: Sit back. Let others do 
your thinking for you. Let someone else 
take care of your schools for you. 

A comment . this situation did not 
happen overnight — so whichever way the 
crisis is resolved, check in and check on 
your schools as individuals in the future.

Housing authority 
reviewed

The Michigan State Housing Develop- 
ment Authority (MSHDA) was established 
by Public Act 346 of 1966. That Act states 
that ".. there exists in the State a seriously 
inadequate supply of, and a pressing need 
for, safe and sanitary dwelling ac- 
commodations within the financial means 
of low income or moderate income 
families...” MSHDA was created to fill this 
need. * 

The Authority is now authorized to issue 
up to $900 million in notes and bonds for the 
purpose of making loans for the financing 
of housing units for low or moderate in- 
come families or individuals. Such loans 
are secured by mortgages or security 
interests. 

MSHDA is operated by an Authority 
Board composed of seven members, four 
of whom are appointed by the Governor. 
MSHDA employs approximately 150 staff 
members. 

The Housing Authority has had a 
number of successes. New construction 
inner city efforts have been among those 
successes. In the City of Grand Rapids, 
MSHDA is experimenting with another 
type of development — townhouses that 
are for sale based upon zero lot lines 
rather than condominiums. 

THE MSHDA Detroit office has been 
involved with the Northwest Detroit 
Housing Conservation Program, an am- 
bitious demonstration project designed to 
rehabilitate all homes owned by HUD 
within a target area in northwest Detroit. 
The program has resulted in the 


rehabilitation and sale of over 300 units. 

MSHDA has developed a special housing 
program for the adult mentally retarded 
which has been copied in several other 
states and cities throughout the country. 
MSHDA ’s program is to build and finance 
16-unit residential centers for the semi- 
independent imentally retarded who would 
otherwise be institutionalized. Michigan is 
expanding this program to include the 
physically handicapped and the formerly 
mentally ill. 

The Housing Authority has had its share 
of controversy also. Initially, criticism 
was received because of MSHDA’s 
slowness in obtaining urban program 
results. They have also experienced 
continuing controversy involving minority 
sponsorship of developments. MSHDA has 
what is known as a balanced housing 
approach which has the effect of requiring 
cities to provide family housing op- 
portunities for low and moderate income 
people if they desire to have an elderly 
housing project in the community. This 
program has been controversial: for 
edample, a recall attempt was initiated in 
the City of Southfield involving several 
council members. 

The Authority has also had trouble 
effectuating a solid rural housing effort. 

A continuing controversy is the income 
level to be served by MSHDA, although 
with the advent this year of new rules 
related to income limits, this controversy 
has been somewhat alleviated. 

A new housing rehabilitation program, 


which will administrered by MSHDA, is 
intended to help revitalize some of our 
older homes and neighborhoods. This 
legislative program, HIP-NIP (housing 
improvement program; neighborhood 
improvement program), is a grants and 
loan program for housing rehabilitation 
and was redently signed into law. It will 
provide approximately $100 million 
rehabilitation funds for 20.000 homes of low 
and moderate income families over the 
next three years. 

A special legislative committee has been 
established to work with the HousmjP\ 
Authority in the implementation of HIP- 
NIP. As a result, citizens, representatives 
of cities, and lenders are now involved in 
the process of helping to write the rules 
under which this grants and loan program 
will operate. 

It is expected that home improvement 
loans will be avalable beginning in April 
1978, grants and deferred payment loans 
will be available beginning in July 1978. 
MSHDA will be working closely with local 
units of government and community ac- 
tion agencies in administering this im- 
portant rehabilitation program. 

There will be numerous benefits to all of 
us when HIP-NIP is implemented. 
Benefits will be in terms of better living 
conditions, preservation of existing 
housing, betterment of neibhorhoods, 
stablized or increased property values, 
preservation of a tax base in older com- 
munities, and the stimulation of others to 
improve their homes.

'The Special Book : . . Timothy 4:13' 


“The cloak that I leave at Troas 
with Carpus, when thou comest. 
bring with thee, and the books, but 
especially the parchments.” 

We find here in these verses Paul s 
final letter just before his mar- 
tyrdrom, and it is addressed to 
Timothy. Along with the final words 
Paul asked Timothy for a personal 
favor. There were three things that 
Paul asked Timothy to bring him 
when he went to Rome — this coat, 
his books and his parchments, or the 
Inspired Writings. 

He wanted His Coat to keep him 
warm physically He wanted his 
books to keep him alert mentally. He 
wanted his parchments to keep him 
grounded spiritually. 

The term “parchments” as Paul 
used here has been questioned by 
some as meaning other things, but 
most scholars of the Word are in 
agreement that Paul was referring 
to the scrolls of sacred writings 
when he referred to the “ par- 
chments. M 

The Bible is a special book. Of all 
the books written and of all the 
volumnes that fill the shelves there 
is one book that is “special above all 
•)ooks.” One of the professors that I 
had in Bible College definition of the 
-Bible is this: 

The Bible is like a clock. At one 
minute past 12 you have the Book of 
Genesis, and one minute to 12 you 
have the Book of Revelation As the 
clock winds around with all of its 
time, so the Bible is united with all 
its time. 


In the Book of Genesis we read “In 
the Beginning” God created the 
heaven and earth ' In the Book of 
Revelation we are told that there 
shall be a “new heaven and earth.” 

In the Book of Genesis we are told 
the tree of life is denied. In the Book 
of Revelation we are told that the 
tree of life is for the healing of the 
nation. 

In Genesis 3 we are told that the 
ground is to be cursed. In Revelation 
22 we are told there shall be no more 
curses. 

In the Book of Genesis we find that 
Satan appears to torment In the 
Book of Revelation we find that 
Satan disappears tormented 
forever. 

In the Book of Genesis that man’s 
early home was beside a river; we 
find in the Book of Revelation that 
man’s eternal home also will be 
beside a river, one clear as crystal 

There are no contraditions in the 
Bible. There is not one writer who 
would disagree doctrinally, morally, 
or in any other way with any other 
writer of the Bible. 

Think about those who wrote the 
Bible. Moses, an Egyptian prince; 
Joshua, a soldier; Amos, a poor 
farmer; Samuel, a priest; David, a 
king. From all walks of life they 
were given the words of God to 
write. Why is it “Special?” Paul said 
“but especially the parchments.” 
The sacred words were special to 
Paul They have been special to 
multidues down through the ages of 
time, and they still are special to us 


today I want to give just a few 
personal reasons why the “par- 
chments” the Word, the Bible is 
special today. 

(1) It has a special message to 
every sinner: The message that a 
lost soul needs is not one of con- 
demnation or how sorry he is or 
what a rotten life he is living, but the 
message every sinner needs is a 
message of hope and deliverance. 
Thank God he sent that message in 
His “Parchment.” 

John 3:16:" For God so loved the 
world, that he gave his only begotten 
Son. that whosoever believeth in him 
should not perish, but have 
everlasting life.” 

What God is conveying to every 
sinner is that He does love them and 
that He has given His very best to 
make a way for them to be saved 
and that He has put it on terms that 
every sinner can be saved. God 
doesn't ask for your talent; He does 
not ask for your money; He doesn’t 
require your goodness, but just ask 
the sinner to respond to His Grace 
and to receive His Son as their 
Saviour. 

Paul said “But especially the 
parchments. “Sinners friend will 


you just one moment forget all you 
know about sorry Christians, bad 
preachers and split churches. God 
nasa “special message for you.” 

(2) It has a special meaning to 
every saint: To every child of God 
the Bible is his daily portion for 
living. Most new converts will get 
the family Bible and carry it around, 
holding it as if they are afraid 
someone is going to take it away 
from the.. The pages of this 
“Special Parchment , opens up the 
way for the believer, unfolds the 
curtains of time and eternity and 
feeds the soul. For an example the 
Bible is the book that gives. 1 John 
5:13:” These things have I written 
unto you that believe on the name of 
the Son of God; that ye may know 
that ye have eternal life.” It gives 
assurance of our salvation. 

Remember what Paul said — “but 
especially the parchments.” We 
may be able to survive without a 
coat to keep us warm or books to 
keep us smart, but the child of God 
could never make it without the 
Special Book. 

(3) It has a special measure to 
every soul: When we have walked 
the last mile to depart from this life 
and come face to face with the 


Creator and Judge, it will not matter 
then who you are or what you name 
is or what you have done in the field 
of religion, but the same “Special 


Parchment” that holds the “Special 
Message”, and has the “Special 
Meaning will be the special 
measuring rod.”

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Know your law 

Direct student loans bridge money gap 


NOTE: This is one of a series of 
public service articles explaining, in 
general terms, a provision of 
Michigan Law.

As the cost of higher education 
continues to increase, loans to 
students at the same time become 
scarcer and more valuable. The 
Michigan Higher Education Student 
Loan Authority has taken a step to 
help relieve that problem of scar- 
city. 

Beginning in January of 1977 the 
authority started the State Direct 
Student Loan Program as a new 
source of direct loans to eligible 
students. If you are thinking about 
attending, or are currently enrolled 
in a college, university, community 
college, or vocational school, but

lender, you may want to look into 
this program. 

Under the program, an eligible 
student can get a loan directly from 
the authority for as much as $2,500 a 
year, if he is a nundergraduate or 
vocational school student, and for as 
much as $5,000 if he is a graduate or 
professional student. 

However, the amount of the loan 
cannot exceed 50 percent of the 
student’s total educational costs for 
the year. An eligible student can re- 
apply each year for additional 
Direct Student Loans until he 
reaches a maximum of $7,500 
towards his undergraduate or 
vocational degree, or $15,000 
towards his graduate or professional 
degree. 

While the student is in school, he 
pays only a one-time fee of 1 percent 
of the principal amount of the loan 
(this fee is deducted from the first

while the student is in school, in- 
terest on the loan is paid by the 
federal government. 

After the student graduates or 
stops attending school, he has nine 
months to begin making payments 
on the loan.

The Direct Student Loan Program 
is open to all students who are 
Michigan residents, or who are 
dependents of Michigan residents.

Petition drive has 
'1 00,000 to go' 


The initiative petition drive by the 
1,460 member Michigan State Police 
Troopers Association (MSPTA) has 
now reached 63 percent of its 
minimum goal of 266,000 voter 
signatures, according to Doil Brown, 
executive secretary. 

Brown said troopers have 
collected 166,000 signatures to date 
in their drive to get the issue of 
collective bargaining for troopers 
and sergeants on the November 1978 
general election ballot. 

Troopers now have six months left 
to gather the additional 100,000 by 
the deadline to get on the ballot. The 
deadline is 120 days before the 
November election, or about June 
30. 

MSPTA’s constitutional amend- 
ment calls for troopers and 
sergeants to have the right to 


bargain collectively with the state 
and submit all disputes to third 
party, binding arbitration as ft ow 
provided by law for local police and 
firemen under Public Act 312 of 1969, 
passed by the Michigan legislature. 

Current pay and grievance 
procedures for troopers are con- 
trolled by the Michigan Civil Service 
Commission, under a meet and 
confer approach. 

MSPTA, an independent 
organization, now is spending about 
$6,000 per month to advertise the 
drive. The drive is totally un- 
derwritten by trooper members of 
their association. MSPTA has ac- 
cepted no outside contributions. 

Some 1,600 individual citizens and 
small groups throughout Michigan 
are helping troopers circulate the 
petitions.

Roll Call found present: Supervisor Demski, Clerk Reeves, Treasurer

Monies could possibly be used for the renovation of 
the Pioneer Apts, and could be used for the cleaning of County Drains. It is a 
possibility that we may not be able to have the use of the Grade-All this year, 
as we have had in the past two years. Other communities are also in need of 
it. Some of the monies could also be used for the access road to the Police 
Dept, and Dog Pound. 

Mr. Harness questioned the use of the Grade-All from the County. He 
suggested approaching Mr. Karolyi, who resides on Arkona Road, to 
perhaps lease his equipment. He has a bull dozer and other heavy equip- 
ment. 

Other uses of the monies could possibly go for improvements on the Park 
Site at Sherwood and Wear Roads. 

Mrs. Dienes remarked that the Wayne County Drain Commission should be 
the ones to take care of the County Drains as we are paying for that service 
on our taxes. Henry Redman explained that to get a County Drain cleaned 
certain steps have to be taken. The first step is to petition the County to clean 
the drain, then a study is made, then a Public Hearing is set up and finally 
the cost is determined. 

Tom Pickett of the Wayne County Health Department was introduced. 

Mr. C. Slayton asked how often the drains were reviewed. Also when the 
drains are reviewed is the Township charged. (Assessed). 

Mr. Harness congratulated Supervisor Demski on his appointment to the 
Wayne County Task Force. He also asked why, with a 30 day advanced 
notice on certain subjects, he failed to get an answer. 

Mr. Slayton asked what Mr. Redman’s name and position is with Sumpter 
Township. 

Mr. C. Koger stated that in his opinion the cleaning of the drains should be 
foremost in importance. 

Trustee Folks stated that Block Grant Monies is administered by the 
Township Board and have no administrative fees built in. 

Trustee Williams asked other citizens to express their opinions. 

Mr. Harness asked a question regarding water line excavation. 

Trustee Folks and Mr Harness were of the opinion that the drains should be 
high priority. 

Mr. P. Quenet asked which drains could be cleaned and which could not. 
Township is allowed to clean County Drains Road ditches come under the 
jurisdiction of the Wayne Coonty Road Commission Drains come under the 
Wayne County Drain Commission. 

Mr. Slayton asked the question as to whether all road ditches belong to the 
Road Commission. Answer is no. Some belong to the Drain Commission. 

Mr. Harness stated that a fire station near his home would in all probability 
lower his insurance rates. 

A question was raised as to the ownership of Pioneer Apts. Sumpter 
Township owns the Pioneer Apts. Before it can be used it will have to be 
brought up to code 

Treasurer Banotai asked Mr. Redman if a fire truck could be purchased with 
part of the monies. Mr. Redman said he would look into the possibility.

Mr. Slayton slated that he was in favor of drain cleaning with the monies He 
thought the Township needed this most.

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District attracts road projects 


Wayne County Commissioner 
Royce E. Smith has hailed 13 major 
road improvements and recon- 
struction projects proposed for his 
district in Western Wayne County in 
1978-79. 

The projects, which include 
paving some gravel roads in the 
rapidly growing district, also call for 
the replacement and widening of 
narrow, antiquated bridges, the 
widening of major intersections, and 
reconstruction-widening of existing 
roadway. 

With an estimated total cost more 
than $6.7 million, the projects were 
recently approved by the Wayne 
County Road Commission, which 
proposes to finance the program 
with a $6 million bond issue that will 


generate $21.6 million more in 
federal matching funds.

SEMTA purchased four private 
suburban bus companies in the early 
1970s (Martin Lines, Lake Shore, 
Great Lakes and Metro) and has 
retained the fare structures those 
companies had been charging. As a 
result, bus fares can vary widely 
within the region. 

At the present time, the fare on 
one route may be higher than on 
another, although the distance 
travelled is identical. 

SEMTA’s goal is a fare system 
that will be simple and equitable for 
all its customers. Two alternative 


proposals will be presented for 
public review and comment at the 
hearings. Under both alternatives, 
fares will be equalized on all SEMTA 
routes throughout Wayne, Oakland 
and Macomb counties. In some 
cases, fares will be lowered by the 
changes and some will be increased. 
In all cases, the fares will be easier 
to understand and consistent. 

The two proposals differ in the 
number of zones and the zone 
charge. 

Under Alternative 1, there would 
be six suburban zones. The 
maximum fare would be $1 25. The 
minimum (or base) fare would be 50 
cents, and it would be adequate for

two zones For each additional zone 
travelled, the charge would be 15 
cents. 

Under Alternative 2, there would 
be three suburban zones The 
maximum fare would be $1, with the 
base fare 50 cents, also good for two 
zones. Each additional zone would 
cost 25 cents. 

Both plans call for a surcharge for 
premium service which would be 
added to the regular bus fare. 
Examples of premium service are 
Limited Stop Buses (express buses), 
Park and Ride and Commuter Rail 
(Pontiac-Detroit). 

Both alternatives allow for 
discounts for students, the elderly, 
and handicapped. 

SEMTA is studying the possibility 


of offering discounts for pre-paid 
fares, such as monthly passes.

“Hola, amigos” ... If you’ve never been to 
Mexico and have been wanting the chance to see a 
little of the people, their customs, their food and the 
sound of their “musica", then get down to 910 S. 
Wayne Road in Westland. Within a building, that 
from the outside looks like an “ordinary” 
restaurant at Avondale and Wayne roads, is Mexico 

Inn. , . 

It’s got to be some sort of plot by the makers of 
Disney World or someone making you hypnotized as 
you walk in the door Robert R. Garza and his wife, 
Maria (Mama) have been in the food business for 
more than 20 vears. The Garza family has been 
preparing Mexican-Texas style for more than 40 
years, starting with an uncle to learn the business, 
and in 1952 starting out on their own in Houston, 
Tex They came to the Mexican area of Detroit in 

1952. _ — . 

Mr. Garza is quick to point out that for five years 
he and Maria prepared food in Ecorse on Southfield 
Road and on Merriman in Westland under the name 
of Mexico Way Kitchens, before opening the Mexico 
Inn on Wayne Road. 

Most of the people working at the Mewco Inn are 
between 17 and 22 years of age, all starling out as a 
dishwasher and under the training of Brenda, the 
head cook for the past three years. Mrs. Garza 
herself trained Brenda and supervises any new 
person in learning the fine art of Mexican-Texas 
style food. 

’ The Mexico Inn currently has 20 employees. 

I didn’t see one frown on a face during my entire 
meal and it was though these people not only en- 
joyed their job, an attitude that truly makes you feel 
that you must be in Mexico City . . . Acapulco ... or 
any fine restaurant in Mexico. 

The Garzas have four children — Bob, 30, Carlos, 
28. Rudy, 18. and Vinnie, 15 — and one grandchild. 
All the children have been exposed to the business 
for some time, with Carlos and Rudy currently 
helping their parents with the operation. 

Mexico Inn seats 135 people for dinner, and 
normally, Monday through Thursday it is somewhat 
of an open door policy as business is excellent and 
there is no waiting at all. 

In addition to food, entertainment is provided 
Tuesday through Sunday from 6 to 11 p.m. in the 
form of two “musicos”, who have been quite a 
crowd pleaser, strolling and serenading customers 
at their table.

Manuel on the guitar and Clemente on the 
guiterone, or base guitar, form an unusual talent 
and combination, as well as both singing in lead and 
harmony and some of the finest sounds heard since I 
had the pleasure of being in Mexico some years 

back. , . 

The rousing “Mariachi”, or Mexican music, lends 
itself to the true Mexican decor that greets you as 
you enter the Mexico Inn. The decor is truly Mexico 
in its finest, with sombreros hanging from the 
ceiling, vivid colored sarapes adorning the walls, an 
enormous macrames of flowers in a hanging 
basket, hand woven rugs forming an intricate 
pattern on the ceiling itself. The dropped area of the 
ceiling is done in a vineyard setting with grape 
arbors, combined with the lattice work of the wood 
styled outdoor garden effect. Wood panelled walls 
are also accented with wrought iron wall covering, 


figurines and paintings. Breathtaking and

mention. When you visit Mexico Inn, you will see for 
yourself, how Mexico has come to Westland. 

The Mexico Inn boasts of many of the fine 
cocktails that have made Mexico famous, such as 
the Margaritas. tequila sunrise, sombrero, Cuba 
Libre and the Bloody Maria ...with the price bet- 
ween $1.25 and $1.75. And Mr. Garza has imported 
Mexican beers at $1.10 for those who have long 
enjoyed both the light and the dark beers of that 
country. 

A unique system of serving the foods, brings 
everything to your table piping hot. All the food 
served is done so on hot plates and requires the 
waitresses to use hot pads to bring your dinner from 
the kitchen. 

The atmosphere . . . the food . . . the music . . . the 
gift shop ... the friendliness of all the employees 
makes the Mexico Inn a family-style resaturant 
that can be enjoyed by those of all ages. On an 
average, some families dine on a regular basis, two 
and three times a week, sampling various items 
from the menu with each visit. Our dinner was 
served by Maureen, who because of my limited 
knowlege of what is in the Mexican food, very 
pleasantly introduced me to each item as one was 
served. 

The taco, with the shell, lettuce, tomatoes, beans, 
onions, cheese and mexican sauce was excellent. 
Spiced just enough to be a tangy, yet not to burn the 
roof of your mouth. For those who wish additional 
“hot” taste, that’s provided. The Mexican-Texas 
style chili was thick and chili is not just chili, until 
you have tried it at the Mexico Inn. 

The refried beans were delicious, and quite dif- 
ferent than what one would expect, especially since 
most of the canned type are rather bland, this was 
very tasty indeed. The Tostada also was very good 
and consisted of a com tortilla with refried beans, 
lettuce, tomatoes and cheese. Again, simply dif- 
ferent then you make at home, or from a can. 

I was served several plain tortillas, both the com 


selected tne Mexican-style porterhouse steak, that 
is cooked in Spanish sauce, and served with 
guacamole salad, enchilada, beans and tortillas. 

For $8.50, this dinner was more than one can eat, 
and the steak was served on a hot plate. The sauce 
of tomatoes, onions, green pepper, and Mexican 
spices was superb ... not knowing what the 
guacamole salad tasted like, I very hesitantly 
asked, and was told, that it is avocado salad served 
with com chips . . . and only tasting avocado once in 
my life while I was in California years back, I was 
prepared to dislike it at once, but one must taste 
something, to be able to write about it 

I now am ashamed to admit, that it was fantastic 
. . . absolutely delicious. I ate more of the salad then 
anything else I was served. Guacamole consists of 
avocado, tomatoes, onions, lemon juice and a bit of 
hot sauce, almost chopped so fine, that it is eaten 
with the com chips, in a chip dip style 

The menu consists of combinations of foods to 
delight the fancy of just about anyone. From a taco, 
cheese enchilada, beef enchilada, rice and bean for 
$4.25, with various others in between tosuit your 
appetite. 

For those with a small appetite, The Mexico Inn 
has a mini-combinations, ranging with four dif- 
ferent combinations priced at $3.55 each dinner. 

Full dinner items are between $4.25 to $4.95, in- 
cluding taco, enchilada, tostada, and burrito din- 
ners. ala carte items with no salad bar are available 
from $2.20 to $2.60, as well as the Mexican-style 
porterhouse dinner, Mexican-style stew, botanas, 
and the famous glcamole said ranging, from $2.95 
for a salad, to $8.50 for the steak. A salad bar also is 
available for those wishing a salad only, and a 
child’s plate is offered of Mexican food for $3.25 
each. 

For those who might not care for a full Mexican 
dinner, an American menu is also available starting 
with a hamburger from $1.35 to a chicken dinner at 
$4.25, or a shrimp dinner at $4.75. 

A complete lunch special from 11:00 a m. until 3 
p.m. is available with four different combinations 
for only $3.45, and mini-cotnbinations $2.95 to $3.10 
depending what one wants.

Government shouldn't control agriculture 


NOTE: This is the second in a 
series of articles by Dr. Paul Kin- 
dinger dealing with the current 


farmers’ strike and the 100 percent 
price-cost parity they are deman- 
ding of the federal government. 



By DR. PAUL KINDINGER 
The U.S. farm economy, par- 
ticularly the cash grain producer, is 
being squeezed finanically. They are 
caught in what is commonly 
referred to as a cost-Drice saueeze. 
Some of them are on the brink of 
disaster and are extremely 
frustrated. As a result of their 
frustration — having their backs to 
the wall — they are protesting by 
staging a strike. They’re looking to 
Uncle Sam to provide quick 

relief. _ . . . 

I am not against better prices 
and higher incomes for farmers. 

I was raised on a farm and have 
b^en involved with agriculture all 
my life. I cansympathize with what 
some of these people . 
through. However, I find it difficult 
to support the call for more 
government control in agriculture. 
My reasons are based on both the 
economic and political realities, 
which I see facing us. ... . , 
From an economic standpoint, u 
government were to provide 100 
percent parity for farmers, under 
the present supply and demand 
conditions in the United States and 
worldwide, our prices would be 
completely out of line with world 


prices. While the United States does 
influence world prices, it does not 
set them. Let’s use wheat as an 
example. The United States 
produces approximately 13 percent 
of the world’s wheat supply. 
However, we currently are holding 
nearly 30 percent of the world’s 
wheat stocks. In other words, we 
already are a residual market for 
wheat. 

Furthermore, world wheat stocks 
increased by roughly, 66 percent 
between the 1975-76 marketing year 
and the 1976-77 marketing year 
Thus, an artificially high United 
Statesprice would place this country 
at a further competitive disad- 
vantage in world markets under 
current supply conditions. 

It should also be recognized that at 
the beginning of the 1977-78 
marketing year we had carryover 
stocks of wheat amounting to 1.1 
billion bushels in the United States. 
We added another 2.1 billion bushels 
at harvest, fora total supply on hand 
of nearly 3.2 billion bushels of what. 
Domestic use is expected to be only 
858 million bushels. This leaves 
more than 2.3 billion bushels to do 
something with. W e need to be more 
aggressive in selling our products to 


customers outside the Uni ted States. 
This is where U.S. agriculture’s 
future lies. 

Wheat is perhaps a dramatic 
example of the problem grain far- 
mers are facing right now But it 
also serves to illustrate a point well 
established in economics that if the 
priceof any commodity or service is 
kept too high, some of that com- 
modity or service will remain 
unused or unsold. If the government 
were to insure 100 percent parity for 
farmers the price would be out of 
line with world markets. And at 
least in the case of wheat, this would 
mean further gorwth in domestic 
surplus, which would in turn lead to 
further acreage and planting 
restrictions and thus, more 
government controls. 

Federal subsidies only serve to 
discourage adjustments to changing 
market supply and demand con- 
ditions. Such subsidies also protect 
inefficiencies and encourage the 
misallocation of scarce resources 
Furthermore, such subsidies would 
create resentment on the part of the 
taxpayer-consumer. Thus, from an 
economic point of view government 
gua rantees appea r to be u nsound ’ 

What about from a political point 


of view? The government cannot be 
expected to eliminate all risks for 
any business. Farmers already can 
avail themselves to crop insurance 
and disaster relief programs. 
Congress just passed the new Food 
and Agriculture Act last fall. This 
act already has expanded govern- 
ment’s role and financial 
obligations to agriculture over that 
provided by the previous farm bill. 

Federal government officials also 
are having a terrible time with our 
trade balance. If they reaised 
government supports to farmers and 
exports of agricultural products 
were curtailed as a result, our trade 
balance would suffer even more. 

But perhaps the biggest reality of 
all is a campaign promise made by 
President Carter. A balanced 
federal budget by 1980. This will be a 
monumental task when you consider 
the federal budget in 1976 ran a 
deficit of nearly 76 billion. To im- 
plement a 100 percent parity price 
guarantee for 1978 it is estimated, 
would cost the government $44 
billion. It does not seem likely that 
the President nor Congress will be in 
any position to capitulate on the 
issue of higher government 
guarantees for agriculture.

Don Johnson has always wanted to play professional baseball. 

Johnson will get the opoortunity this spring. 

The 18-year-old former Wayne Memorial pitching ace was picked 
up in the first round of the baseball draft last week by the San Diego 
Padres. 

"I’m very happy and surprised,” Johnson said by telephone 
yesterday. “Ever since I was a kid I’ve dreamed about playing pro 
ball. And now I’ll be getting a chance.” 

Johnson said he was surprised that he was a very high pick. 

The 5-11, 170-pound hurler who amassed a 9-1 won-lost record last 
year as a member of Coach Jim Chronov, ski’s team hasn’t signed 
the contract as yet. 

“There is this rule that I can’t sign until I’ve been out of school 
for at least 120 days,” Don explained, “and we also haven't come to 
terms.” 

Johnson’s arm helped the Zebras win the Great Lakes 8 Con- 
ference baseball title the past two years. In 1976 Wayne reached the 
Class A state semi-finals where they were knocked out of con- 
tention by Hazel Park. 

A product of the Wayne sandlots — Donnie and his brother, Clark, 
played ball in the Wayne Ford Civic League. He matured in the 
ranks of the recreation department baseball lots and after 
graduating from Marshall Junior High, he headed for Wayne High 
where he had a superlative career. 

“Donnie has always been a winner,” said Chronowski who has 
coached the young athlete for the past three seasons. “He is a hard 
worker, an aggressive type of ball player who definitely has the 
potential to make it in the big leagues.” 

Chronowski pointed out that Johnson was voted the Great Lakes 8 
Conference’s MVP, getting the accolades over Wyandotte’s Kevin 
Richards, a pitcher who was a first round draft choice last year by 
the Detroit Tigers. 

“Don’s ERA (earned run average) and strikeout-walk per- 
centages have been excellent in his junior and senior years,” 
Chronowski continued. “And when you package all this together, 
that’s why I call him a winner.” 

After his 9-1 won-lost pitching record and a .309 batting average, 
Johnson had no difficulty finding his way into the college ranks. 
Eastern Michigan University awarded the fast-ball artist a “full 
ride” scholarship and Don accepted. 

But he dropped out of college, “because I’ve been waiting for 
something like this.” He did though play with the EMU summer 
ball club, “Adray Photo”, and made it to the national cham- 
pionships. 

“The tournament is usually played in Johnstown (Penn.), 
however, because of the flood they shifted the site to Altoona 
(Penn.) Johnson related. “We finished fourth in the nation in that 
tournament.” 

The youngest son of Mr. and Mrs. Dewayne and Betty Johnson, 
the Johnsons have three other children: Bonnie, 16, is a junior at 
Wayne Memorial, Laurie, 23, is married and Clark, who also had an 
outstanding athletic career at Wayne High, is presently employed 
in Detroit. 


And there’s no doubt in anyone’s mind that if Don can continue to 
improve on the mound, fans in the area will be hearing a lot about 
him in the future.

Fishing 

school? 



Anyone who has spent any time fishing for trout and 
salmon on the Great Lakes is aware of the tendency they 
have to school. 

Now at last you can take a cue from the fish and join a 
school yourself. The Garden City Adult Education 
Program is offering a ten-week course in Great Lakes 
Fishing. Whether you are an accomplished fisherman or 
a novice attending this school would greatly improve 
your fishing during the upcoming summer 

The class will be starting the night of January 31st so 
you should register immediately by calling 421-6939. 
Cost of the ten week course is $16 and it meets on 
Tuesdays from 7 p.m. to 9 p.m. at Garden City West High 
School 

The instructor for the class is Art Dittmar, a fisher- 
man who I would have to rate as one o ( the most suc- 
cessful currently fishing Lake Michigan. Many times, 
when I’ve been fishing out of Manistee, Art has radioed 
to advise me where he was getting fish when most other 
boats were empty. 

The course will cover every aspect of fishing for Great 
Lakes trout and salmon. 

Topics of instruction and discussion will be trolling, 
boat handling pertaining to trolling techniques, trolling 
ethics, temperature preference, fish identification and 
habits, and a favorite of mine, brown trout “hunting”. 

Also scheduled to be covered in the class is stream 
fishing for trout and salmon. This area will cover all of 
the various methods being used on Michigan streams, 
and some of the experts in their fields are coming as 
guest speakers.

Everyone from novice to “expert?” can benefit from a 
class of this caliber; so don’t be surprised if you should 
see this so-called expert sitting in on a class or two. 

As soon as I can get this column finished I’m going to 
take off for the Thames River, north of Windsor, to do a 
little walleye fishing. They are starting to move in to the 
river in good numbers and we picked up a few there last 
week. 

The bigger females haven’t moved in yet, but the 
males are just about the right size for some great eating. 
The Rapala jigging lure sweetened with a small minnow 
seems to be the favored bait, but a new iure called a Slip 
Shad by Gapen in blue and silver is running it a close 
race. The ounce size is your best bet and a number 
seven is the size to get for the Rapala. 

The Rapala jigging lure is a good bait as it comes, but 
you can improve its fish-catching ability by altering the 
hook setup. The treble hook hanging from the bottom 
just isn’t large enough so you should change it to a size 4. 

The two end of body hooks have too large a gap to 
really hang on to a struggling fish so you’ll need to close 
the opening slightly. Grasp the hook next to the body 
with a pair of needle-nosed pliers and bend upward until 
the barb is halfway between the original position and 
parallel with the body. 

If you go over to Canada remember the limit is six. 
The Canadian officials check fishermen often so be 
ready to quit when you reach your limit. Good Luck and 
“have a ball, y’all.”
